Claims 19-38 are allowed.

Ostermann et al., Trower II et al., and Phillips et al. do not disclose or suggest, in 
combination with the other limitations of the claims, a speech attribute defining whether 
speech elements will be sequentially or randomly provided, and dynamically deriving a 
portion of the textual content data from an item selected by a user in a current 
application session (see Applicant's remarks, 5 November 2008), as required by 
independent claims 19, 28, and 33.
